The fever which 
is BOW causing- a pan'ic ini the south re- 
calls to mind-'that greatest epidemic in 
our history in. 1878. 


The most touching example of heroic 


devotion to duty.and absolute indiffer- 
ence to Jear.ia helping- the people, .lie 
oved is furnished in,'the acts of j'oung 


erfc -Iiartdrum, a brother .oO)r.,'yV. 


W. Land rum, pastor of the First-Baptist 
church, in this city. Herbert Lamdrum 
was one of the-martyrs of'journalism; 


went to their .death dTiiriiig.that far 


mous plagwe at Memphis, because they 
^ ere too brave to lea-ve their posts. 


Young tandrum cheerfully g-a.ve his 


if e 5n. trying- to save young Jeff Davis, 
.he sou of the president of theconfeder- 
icy. At that time Landrum was city 
editor of theMemphis-Avalanche. When 
he epidemic broke out at atempMs he 
vas at'j^ashvilte-report'im'ga.demoeratic 
onvention. He left at once for home, 
and during the. rest of lifenever left the 
c'ity of death and desolation. Though 
>ut 20 years o-f age, he was among- the 
mgh'teSt newspaper men of the coun- 
ry. He had! displayed rare ability and 
alent in his work arad.had won a fine 
reputation 
-as a writer.;' .Memphis at 


hat time 'had a, population -of* 45,000. 
^his was reducedb3'fliglitto 15,000,and 
truct quarantin-es -stopped the exodus 
>r the tfity would have been deserted. 
Of the 15,000 left in the city, 5,000 had 
he yellow fever. Of the patients, 1,500 
lied, For weeks' the city was shut off 
rom the world. Sickness and death 
were in.- every house. The police force 
vas disorganized. Eiot and outlawry 
jrevailed, and added to thie . already 
iverwhelmimg terror of. the -situation. 
Such conditions: necessarily developed 
he best and the' worst in the human 
.haracter. In this region of terror hun- 
dreds who had never displayed -any 
•ery Striking qualities developed iwi- 
,ures -full of enduring strength asti 
ourage. 
'Among the bravest fl'nid most-active 


vas Herbert Landrum. He would labor 
all day at his newspaper, duties and 
would sit by-the side of some suffering 
jatient all night, ministering'to wants 
hat were -soon- to end with death. 
Every day hundreds would die. 


Thompson, the noble editor-inrichief of 
he Avalanche, fell a victim tothe dread 
destroyer. Other members of the staff 
died or left the city. In a few'iweeJcs 
after the beginning of the -epidemic the 
young- city editor was the only member 
f the staff left. The printers had died 
or refugeed, and only one comjpositor 
was left. He and Landrum swore, to 
tick to their posts until death tore 
.liem away. They kept their oath. 


It was on a bright September day.that- 


Tefferson Da-vis, Jir., was-touched by the 
wreath of" the disease. Nurses were 
scarce and the young man's friends had 
.o nurse him. True to his friends even 
in times of .greatest danger, Herbert 
Landrum went to the bedside of-the son 
of the great man whom all the south 
till loves and honors though he isdead. 
For days Landtrum1 was by the side of 
ais friend. Then death came and re- 
leved the: -devoted'watcher. iA.ll this 
time he continued to .publish a. small 
daily rpnper, in which there was-no news 
except of fever. 


The fever, of course, claimed Lan- 


drum. He lonew that he would have it 
when he went to watch toy: Davis, but he 
was <not -afraid. He had in his nature 
ithe 'sarnie brave loyal qualities that 
made <his father -famous during that 
long epidemic. 


He was sick but one day before he 


began to (recover. En' a few- days he was 
able to go to work. He went back to his 
duties and, -with the aid of the printer, 
published the Avalanche, He worked 
but oae day. Then he relapsed. In a 
few hours he was dead. He had kept 
his word. He died at his post, the last 
of the staff. 


The next day the compositor died and 


the -Avala-nche was printed no more. 
Landrum could have left the city as the 
others did, but he 'chose to stand by his 
post of duty. 


George, Laudrum was another brother 


who gave up his Ii-f e fox Ms untiring de- 
votion to his friend. At the beginning 
of the outbreak he lef't Memphis to car- 
ry to Augusta the children of Dr.Boggs, 
who is enow chancellor of the state uni- 
versity, but who was theft pastor of a 
Presbyterian church in Memphis. 'When 
he had lan'ded the children safe, in Au- 
gusta George Landrum went back to 
Memphis to help care for the suffering. 
When, he- -arrived at night he found a 
man. and tiwo women-holding a drunken 
carousal in Ms 'ather's house. He risked 
them what they were 'doing and they 
said they were the nurses. The man 
told him that every one in the house 
was dead-but his father and,mother. He 
'ordered the .drunken "trio from the 
house and went to nurse his parents, 
who afterward recovered. 


iThe son was soon taken ill and a few 


days after his'brother Herbert's death 
he died. 


The (nurses who saved ,the lives 


hundreds of the sufferers in that time 
were fallen, women. "When every one 
else turned pale with fear and were un- 
able to help themselves or others, these 
women quit their lives-of sh'ame and be 
came ministering1 angels. Hundreds of 
them went -from -every city . in 
the 


United States to lose or redeem their 
lives In the'gireat epidemic. .They Tver'e 
the only reliable nurses and theyprovec 
to be heroines indeed. Many of them 
died. None of them ever returned to 
their lives of shame.—Atlanta'Constl 
tution.

ENGLAND W11L AUHKKE TO THE 


GOLD STANDARD. 


It, is seml-oflieially announced that 


the British Cabinet is adverse to the 
remonetization of silver. The Chan- 
cellorof the Exchequer and his col- 
leagues maintain that the Government 
cannot alter the gold standard in the 
United Kingdom, a position which they 
assumed some time ago and 
from 


which they will not now recede. 


No one expected the British Govern- 


ment to Bgree to the remonetization of 
silver. It was stated repeatedly in the 
halls of Congress that it was folly to 
look to England for any relief from 
the thraldom of the gold trust. Ita 
money lenders find the gold standard 
to profitable to relinquish it without a 
straggle. England is a creditor nation 
aad it does not want its mint open to 
silver for that would increase the vol- 
ume of money and make gold less val- 
uable. It would also give debtors a 
better chance than they have had for 
years to pay their debts by increasing 
the market value of labor and the pro- 
duct of the farm. Besides Great Brit- 
ain has no silver mines to speak of and 
as it must have silver bullion to coin 
into money for use in general business 
transactions it would have to pay coin- 
age value for the bullion instead of get- 
ting it at half that price as it does at 
present.« 


But if the remonetization of silver 


would be beneficial to the United 
States (and the gold men admit that it 
would by sending commissioners to 
Europe to endeavor to arrange for an 
international 
monetary 
conference") 


why wait for the consent of any fonegn 
nation to adopt it? Why should we 
permit England ct any other foreign 
power to dictate to us what we shall 
use for money? The Oonstitntioa of 
the Uti'ted States confers upon Con- 
gress the rignt to com money and to 
regulate the value thereof. The found- 
ers ot the Government did not contem 
plate the sending of commissioners to 
Earope to get the consent of the Gov- 
ernments to coin silver and gold on 
equal terms at the mint. They pro 
vided by law for coining money and 
conducted the 
mints HI accordance 


with that law. Why should not the 
representatives of the people to-day 
follow their example and com our gold 
and silver, of which we produce more 
than any other nation, regardless of 
what other nations may say or think of 
us for doing BO. 


It is a blot on oui boasted indepen- 


dence that we, the greatest silver pro- 
ducing nation on the globe, should de- 
cline to coin th°.t silver without getting 
the consent of nations which produce 
no silver, but puichase it at the lowest 
rate at which it can bo obtained and 
then more than double its value by 
coining it into legal tender money. 


The people have been fooled several 


times by the promise of Kepublioan 
and Democratic gold mea that silver 
would be remonetized by international 
agreement, but the farce is now about 
drawing to a clese. The masses are 
getting to understand that there is 
nothing in those promises and that 
they are made for deceptive purposes 
only. But, fis Lincoln said, "You can 
fool all of the people some of thetime 
and some of the people all the time, but 
you cannot fool all of the people all of 
the time.

that demand the Southern Pajiflc peo-

Japan, relative 
to arbitrating the immigration muddle. 
The Japanese press takes s similar 
view of the situation and claims that 
the delay of the Hawaiian Government 
in accepting the terms offered is owing 
to that country's notion that by put- 
ting oEf the matter until the United 
States Senate meets in December and 
considers the annexation question, and 
if the treaty ia ratified, negotiations of 
the trouble at issue will be transferred 
to the United States for settlement
